UNITED NATIONS. — Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan yester- 
day told tile UN General 
Assembly that the “redl vision” 
of the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip "to not the answer** to a 
settlement of the outstanding 
territorial Issue* separating 
Israel and the Arab states. 

He said Israel had not found 
any inclination on the part of the 
Arabs “for a solution based on 
the redivislon of Judea and 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip." 

"For 10 years,” he said 
“between 1997 and 1977, the 
Government of Israel was com- 
mitted to territorial concessions 
fon the West Bank) In return for 
genuine peace, and this implied 
tiie redivision of the area.

‘ ‘Now our view la that red! vision is 
not the answer. Nowhere is it possi- 
ble to draw a dividing line which will 
satisfy not only the security, but also 
the historical, economic and social 
needs of all sides.” 

Dayan spoke lust hours before he 
was due to board a plane for 
Jerusalem to participate in today's 
cabinet meeting on the procedural 
formula for reconvening the Geneva 
conference. Dayan is recommending 
to the cabinet that it approve the 
"working paper" drafted by himself. 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance dur- 
ing lengthy negotiations over the 
past three weeks- 
At a press conference here earlier 
yesterday, Dayan was asked what 
would happen If the cabinet refused 
to go along with his recommenda- 
tion. He declined to reply in 
specifics, merely noting that he will 
explain the details of the “working 
paper” and the cabinet subsequently

Jerusalem Post Staff 
Indications are that Knesset 
Member Samuel Flatto-Sharon and 
some of his aides will be charged 
with bribing voters to put the con- 
troversial millionaire-immigrant 
from France Into the Knesset in the 
May 17 elections. 

Nttzav-MIshne Reuven Minkovsky, 
who la coordinating the police In- 
vestigation Into allegations that 
Flatto-Sharon violated the election 
laws, is currently putting the 
finishing touches to his report. 
Minkovsky will hand his file to 
Attorney -General Aharon Barak 
tomorrow or Thursday, it Is believed. 

Israel TV reported last night that 
the police file would recommend that 
the Attorney-General open 
proceedings against the MK and his 
aides. 

The police spokesman, Nitzav- 
Mishne Shmuel Zac hi, told The Post 
in reply to a question that it was not 
customary for any details to be 
released from a police file which was 
due to be submitted to the Attorney- 
General. He was surprised at the 
Israel TV report. 

Late last night. Police Inspector- 
General Haim Tavori summoned a 
number of senior staffers to his 
bureau at national headquarters. 
The subject of the meeting was 
thought to be how Israel TV got the 
material for Its news report. 

Israel TV’s “Mabat” newsreel said 
that the police probe put most of the 
onus on Ya'acov Haifon, the MKT’s 
special assistant (who in previous 
elections had worked on behalf of the 
Labour Party). “Mabat'’ said 
Haifon 's fee for promoting Flatto- 
Sharon was £L 200 , 000 , and it alleged 
that he hired sub-contractors to bribe 

voters.

Druse Fatahland 
village attacked 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
METULLA. — Druse residents of el- 
Mar’i village in Fatahland. calling at 
the Good Fence crossing point here 
yesterday, said that Palestinian 
terrorists of tbe Rejection Front had 
tried to storm their village yesterday 
morning, but were beaten off. 

Intermittent firing from the area 
‘could be heard here In Metulla Sun- 
day night. Cannon, mortars and 
automatic weapons were involved. 

Christians from Southern Lebanon 
who came to the crossing point said 
.there was concern -in their villages 
about reports in the Israeli and world 
press suggesting that the Good Fence 
might be closed after the Lebanese 
army took up positions near the 
border. 

The Christians said that Inter- 
national Red Cross vehicles had been 
seen in some parts of the border 
area, transporting officials of the 
organization who were planning to 
extend medical and educational aid 
to the civilian population after the 
cease fire. 

One Lebanese Christian told The 
Post that the first Lebanese army 
men had already arrived at Tyre and 
at Nabatiya’, to take up their posts. 

In a conflicting report, however, a 
UPI dispatch said that Palestinian 
"rejectionists" and Lebanese Lef- 
tists yesterday threw up roadblocks 
at the entrance to the southern port 
of Tyre, and vowed not to let 
Lebanese army units into the town 
unless Christian positions were taken 
over at the same time. 


Jinx hits Soviet space effort, 
cosmonauts returning to Earth 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — A Jinx that 
has haunted the Soviet space station 
programme since 1971 struck again 
yesterday when two cosmonauts fail- 
ed to dock their Soyuz-25 craft with 
the Salyut-fl orbiting laboratory. 

Mission commander Vladimir 
Kovalyonok and flight engineer 
Valery Ryumin. reported to be plan- 
ning a long stay aboard the new 



space station, were ordered back to 
earth after abandoning the link-up. 

The official news agency Tass, an- 
nouncing the latest in a series of 
troubles to plague the Salyut series, 
said there had been “deviations 
from a planned docking regime” 
during the approach while the 
cosmonauts' Soyuz capsule was 120 
metres from the station. 

Tass gave no further details but 
the flight, which began at dawn on 
Sunday, has closely followed the 
pattern of a foiled mission last Oc- 
tober. 

Then, a fault In an approach con- 
trol mechanism prevented the Soyuz 
craft from docking with the earlier 
space station Salyut-5 and the two 
cosmonauts returned to earth after 
49 hours in space. 

The Soyuz -25 failure has come as a 
blow to Soviet space chiefs who tim- 
ed It to mark two Important anniver- 


saries and the enactment of a new 
Soviet constitution. 

The Soyuz rocket, carrying a copy 
of the constitution, blasted off from 
the same pad which was used to send 
the world’s first artificial satellite — 
Sputnik-l — Into space 20 years agn 
last week. 

Ryumin said on Soviet television 
as he was climbing aboard the cap- 
sule on Sunday that the flight was 
opening the third decade of the space 
age. 

Shortly before, Kovalyonok, a 
parachute instructor, had told Soviet 
reporters he was taking off "under 
the banner of the constitution.” 

The other significant date la the 
60th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution next month. 

Unconfirmed reports in Moscow 
have suggested the two cosmonauts, 
.both on their first space missions,

In a wide-ranging review of 
Israel's foreign policy con- 
siderations. Dayan told tbe General 
Assembly that Israel had recently 
tried to determine whether Jordan 
and the Palestinian Arabs living on 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
were prepared to consider a parti- 
tion of that area. 

If the Arabs bad proposed “par- 
titioning these territories between 
ourselves and them,” Dayan pointed 
out, “we would have discussed and 
examined their proposal, and 
afterwards would have decided 
whether we are ready to agree to 
their proposals or not.” 

1 The Foreign Minister, during the 
news conference and later before tbe 
Assembly, outlined Israel's well- 
known objections to the creation of a 
Balestinian "state,” "homeland," or 
M entity” on the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

He said that Palestinians living In 
those areas should be allowed to 
choose between Israel and Jorda- 
nian citizenship — even though he 
conceded that “they really don't 
want to become Israelis." 

While making it clear that the pre- 
sent Israel Government's preference 
is against partitioning the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, Dayan during the 
news conference, did say that Israel 
was prepared to make “a substantial 
withdrawal” In the Sinai and to dis- 
cuss an "Israel- Syrian boundary on 
the Golan Heights,” which did not 
necessarily have to coincide with the 
present cease-fire line. 

The Foreign Minister's 18 -page 
speech, which he read in English, 
represented a reiteration of the 
foreign policy principles previously 
enunciated by the Likud-led govern- 
ment. 

He referred In passing to the issues 
of international human rights, the 
plight of Soviet and Syrian Jewry, 
disarmament, terrorism, Israeli 
settlements In the territories and, of 
course, peace in the Middle East. 

This latter subject represented the 
bulk of the speech, as Dayan went 
into considerable detail in explaining 
Israel's attitude toward Geneva, 
Security Council Resolution 242 and 
other Issues involved in negotiations. 

The Foreign Minister also laid out 
Israel's four fundamental principles 
that would have to be Implemented 
in a peace agreement with the Arab 
states; 

• Israel's security must be ensured. 

• There should be freedom of 
navigation in all international 
waterways In the area. 

• The main water sources of Israel, 
such as the Jordan River sources in 
the north, should be secured. 

• Equal rights and full oo -existence 
between Israel and Palestinians in 
the Gaza Strip, Judea and Samaria 
should be achieved. 

At the press conference, Dayan 


said these items were contained in a 
draft text tor a full peace treaty 
which Israel presented to Vance on 
September 2. 

Dayan made the point that all 
Issues are "subject to negotiation.” 
Responding to a question, he said 
that this could eveo Include 
Jerusalem. 

.“We are ready to discuss open- 
mlndedly all proposals that might be 
‘submitted by the Arab states in the 
framework of Security Council 
Resolutions 2«2 and 338,” he saJd. 

Be once again, however, said that 
Israel would not allow the Arabs to 
raise the question of a new Palesti- 
nian state at Geneva because such a 
proposal was not included in tbe 
terms of reference of Resolutions 242 
and 3 88. 

Asked about the question of 
Palestinian representation at 
Geneva, Dayan said that Israel 
would allow any Palestinian living 
on the West Bank or in the Gaza Strip 
to participate at Geneva provided he 
did not soy be was representing the 
FLO. Dayan rejected Palestinians 
living outside those areas as poten- 
tial participants at the conference. 

He said Israel would not deal with 
the PLO even if that organization 
were to change its national cove- 
nant, recognize Israel's right to exist 
and accept Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. Even under such cir- 
cumstances, Dayan explained, the 
PLO would not be changing its 
"nature." 

The Foreign Minister, bombarded 
with questions on the Palestinians, 
confirmed that the original U.S. 
procedural "working paper" had In 
tact referred to PLO participation at 
Geneva, as reported in a Sunday 
television interview by Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy. 

But Dayan maintained that the 
Americans had subsequently 
withdrawn this reference to the PLO 
In revising the final working paper 
approved by himself and sent to 
Jerusalem for Cabinet ratification. 

* The Americans are waiting for the 
Israeli Cabinet to approve the 
proposal before submitting it to the 
Arab states for their consideration. 
U.S. officials have noted that the 
Arabs might seek amendments or 
changes, which will then be 
presented to Israel. Thus, even If the 
Cabinet were to approve the paper 
today, the entire process leading to 
Geneva could continue well into 
November before a mutually accep- 
table solution £s found. 

In his General Assembly address, 
Dayan also made these other points: 

• Human rights. Israel supports 
human rights “and we are proud 
that, despite Intense strains and 
provocations, Israel has succeeded - 
In maintaining a free, open and mul- 
tiracial society in which the dignity

Arabs still insisting 
on PLO involvement 


Post Mideast Attain Editor 

The state-controlled news media in 
neighbouring Arab capitals yester- 
day said that Egypt, Syria and Jor- 
dan were determined to involve the 
Palestine Liberation Organization In 
peace talks at Geneva, with the aim ‘ 
of promoting a “national home for 
the Palestinian people" In the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

This outline, however, was far 
from an official position, as 
neighbouring governments await the 
Israeli cabinet's decision on a 
“ working paper" stating the 
procedures for a Geneva conference. 
The cabinet is to meet this evening, 

Israel bas made it clear that under 
no circumstances will she accept 
PLO involvement in Geneva. She has 
further warned that her delegates 
will walk out of Geneva if the ques- 
tion of establishing a Palestinian 
state is raised there. 

Arab Insistence on either of the 
Issues is bound to block the resump- 
tion of the conference, which opened 
briefly following the 1973 Middle 
East war. 

An alternative for tbe Arabs, some 
observers believe, would be to resort 
to the exclusive framework of UN 


Security Council Resolution 242, un- 
der which the Arabs would focus on 
. claiming "all" territories they lost in 
the 1967 conflict, 

In that case the political aspect of 
the Palestinian problem would be 
shelved. But strategy would compel 
the Arabs to revoke their 
acknowledgement of the PLO as the 
sole spokesman of the Palestinians, 
and Instead reinstate Jordan as the 
representative of the West Bank and 
Egypt as representative of the Gaza 
Strip. 

The Arabs have shown no tenden- 
cy toward reducing the FLO status 
as yet, especially now that Jordan's 
own claim to the West Bank was be- 
ing challenged by Israel. The Arabs 
may, however, alter their stand with 
regard to tbe PLO once Israel 
clarifies her concept of political ac- 
commodation with Jordan in the 
West Bonk as well as In the Gaza 
Strip.

TEL AVIV. — Representatives of the 
Negev Beduin charged yesterday 
that the government plan to resettle 
them will turn them into concen- 
trations of cheap industrial labour 
which will become hostile to the 
state within one generation. 

The chairman of the Committee 
for Beduin Rights, Nuri al- Aukbi, 
told the press yesterday that Beduin 
tribes were moved off their land 
after the Stateof Israel was es- 
tablished, on the grounds that the 
army needed the property. Now. he 
said, the shacks they erected In new 
areas are being torn down. 

"We will not tolerate the policy of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon." 
who only yesterday ordered seven 
more structures demolished, al-- 
Aukbi said. "We are asking the 
Prime Minister to halt Sharon's 
policy." 

The government plan, as explain- 
ed to some Beduin sheikhs in 
Beersheba last month. Is to move the 
Negev Beduin into six or seven 
"concentrations." Knesset Member 
Shulaxnit Aloni (Citizens' Rights), 
who spoke at yesterday’s press con- 
ference, said the plan was “insuf- 
ficient." They should not be moved 
Into enclosed centres, but into 
agricultural settlements equivalent 
to Jewish znoshavim. 

She added that many Beduin have 
Turkish or British titles to their land. 
In any case, she said, the Beduin are 
there by right of posaeasion 
(hazaka), even if they are not 
recognized as the legal owners of 
their land; and they should not be 
denied water and electricity to 
develop their farms. 

Another speaker, Oded Lifshitx of 
Kibbutz Nir Oz, said Beduin rights 
had to be protected. The Beduin are 
not hostile to the state, he said, but 
the government Is giving them a 
“bad public image" as lawless 
citizens. 


Sheikh Ouda Abu Sirhan, who was 
present at Sharon’s meeting with Be- 
duin leaders, said the Invited sheikhs 
did not know the purpose of the 
meeting before they got there. They 
were shocked when Sharon told them 
that Beduin guilty of illegal building 
would not be allowed to lease land, 
he said, adding that file Minister did, 
not allow them to ask questions. At' 
that meeting. Sheikh Hamad Abur 
Rabia, a former MK, replied on' 
behalf of the group. 

Several speakers charged that 
Sharon's hardline policy against Il- 
legal building is Just a device to 
drive the Beduin off their land. They 
said they realize they can no longer 
expect to be nomads with large graz- 
ing areas; but they want to be 
farmers at least — not cheap, un- 
skilled labour. 

Al- Aukbi said. “Our grandfathers 

suffered under the Turks, and our 
fathers under the British. We have a 
right to our land, and documents to 
prove it, and we aren’t goipg to let 
anyone deprive us of it.” 

He said the committee was plan- 
ning a hunger strike outside the 
Prime Minister’s Office In 
_ Jerusalem. 

An Agriculture Ministry official 
who was present at Sharon's 
meeting with the sheikhs told The 
Post last night that the land doesn't 
belong to the Beduin. The previous 
government offered them an 
"arrangement” covering 800,000 
dunam, he said, but they wanted 
twice that — including some land 
that belonged to Jewish settlements 
set up before 1048. 

The official also said the Beduin 
had been offered HA, 600m. compen- 
sation for moving — but they had 
turned it down. 

A a to the destruction of illegal 
buildings,, he said, there was one law 
in this country — for Jews and Arabs 
alike.

TEL AVIV. — The strike of universi- 
ty administrative employees began 
yesterday morning as planned, 
despite negotiations that lasted until 
4 a.m. 

At Bar-Dan and Tel Aviv univer- 
sities, many workers (fid not unders- 
tand why they were being asked to 
strike. “I don’t have a car,” one 
secretary said, “so I don't care what 
they decide about car expenses." 

But Zohara Buchm&n of the 
Histadrut Clerks Union denied 
the strike was over car expenses or 
any other specific money issue. She 
insisted that it was over the principle 
that the collective agreement with 
public service workers should apply 
to university employees in full. 

At Bar-Dan, where classes began 
on Sunday, studies are continuing, 
though difficulties may arise later 
for lack of secretarial help, 
laboratory assistants, and library 
staff. 

At Tel Aviv University, many 
workers objected to the strike, say- 


ing it would make It impossible to 
complete preparations for the school 
year, which is to begin later this 
month. • 

At Bar-Dan L the workers were 
ordered to punch their time-cards 
and to remain in their offices for the 
entire work day. Tel Aviv workers, 
on the other band, were told to go 
home yesterday and not to report to 
work today. 

Administrative and service 
workers at tbe Hebrew University 
punched time-cards yesterday mor- 
ning, but then went home. They 
came back at 8.30 to clock dot, since 
the strike at the Hebrew University 
is illegal. 

The Hebrew - University 
spokesman said that the university 
intends to call the workers’ com- 
mittee before the Board on Agreed 
Arbitration. He said that tbe univer- 
sity employees were covered by the 
collective agreement signed last 
.. April 7 between the government and 
the Histadrut, which provides that 
during the period of the agreement .

“The developments of recent days 
and the possibility of a resumption of 
tbe Geneva conference nonetheless 
gives room for guarded optimism, 
which could turn into grounds for 
great hope. For our part, we are 
. prepared to embark on a common ef- 
fort, long and challenging as it may 
be, to negotiate a final agreement to 
live in peace and security.” ' 1 

At the press conference, Dayan, 
was asked to compare the Carter Ad- 
ministration's attitude towarii Israel 
wih that of the Nixon Administration. 
Dayan diplomatically declined to 
make any comparisons, pointing out 
that the situation was different. He 
specifically referred to the 1973 war 
“when we required a lot.” • 

‘ But he did. imply that things were 
not always rosy for Israel in the Nix- 
on ' Administration either.. 
“Remember the Rogers -Flan,” he-, 
said. “We have had our nps and 
downs.'” and it would be '‘unfair to 
try to compare.” 

Dayan also said that Israel’s case 
is best presented to toe Administra- 
tion by Israel itself, not "the Jewish 
lobby.” He said, however, that 
Israel's friends -in the U.S. were im- 
portant especially when they are

Speaking to officials of the Inf or- ' 
matron Centre (which operates in- 
side Israel) yesterday, Katz hinted 
that he would resign if he could not 
function as he had hoped, Israel TV 
reported.

As an example of the Foreign 
Ministry's ongoing efforts "to bring 
Israel's case to a wide spectrum of 
American opinion-makers, ’’ 
ministry officials said 20 Axnerican- 
newsmen, a group of black American 
leaders and a group of state 
legislators were In Israel now on 
Foreign Ministry programmes. 

Foreign Ministry-Director-General 
Evron said he did not propose to 
quarrel with Katz through the media. 

Katz is to visit the U.S. later this 
month to promote his plan to create a 
network of Israel information cen- 
tres across the country in conjunc- 
tion with the major. American Jewish 
organizations. Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials insist they Know not hing- of 
this plan. Privately they suspect It is 
a means of outflanking the ministry, 
and they pooh-pooh it as unrealistic 
and unworkable. 

In his speech yesterday Katz hit 
out at the use of the expression 
“Israel's right to exist” which, he 
said, implied a condescending at- 


titude on the part of others. He 
pointed to a general problem of "the 
Jewish people being regarded as a 
second-rate or third-rate people. 
Thus we are expected to make con- 
. cessions hi advance of negotiations 
— something' quite unhear d of. And 
we are given third-rate status in the 
use of the Suez Canal, in -contraven- 
tion of the Treaty ot Constantinople." 

In his "Information directives," 
Katz wrote that Israel's right to. 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza is 
anchored in international 4aw: Jor- 
dan's annexation of Judea and 
Samaria in 3948 was an act of agres- 
sion, but Israel’s capture of them in 
1967 resulted- from a war- of self-de- 
fence' — thus jfiving Israel toe 
better claim- Moreover, the Knesset 
in 1967 enacted a law- enabling the 
government to apply Israeli Jaw to 
these areas, he wrote. 

(Nathan Feinberg, prbfessor 
emeritus of international law at toe 
Hebrew University, dismissed these 
arguments In an article In 
"Ha'aretz" this- week.) .

"The Histadrut represents all 
the workers at El Al," said 
Yeboshua Woschlna, who holds the 
El A] portfolio in the HIstadrut. “And 
we insist that signed contracts be 
honoured by both sides." 

The HIstadrut also objects to the 
recommendation that the work con- 
tract with air crews be changed to 
etiminate the clause requiring the 
company to consult the workers 
before opening new routes. Such con- 
sultations are of value to the com- 
pany as well as the workers, the 
•HIstadrut believes. 

Woschina said the HIstadrut 
agrees that the number of workers' 
committees at El Al should be reduc- 
ed, but feels that the workers' 
organisational framework Is a 
matter of their own choice’. 

He believes the Histadrut- 
organized coordinating group, in- 
cluding representatives of all the 
workers' committees, is a step in the 
right direction. *‘But the 
maintenance workers, who just 
decided to resign from the coor- 
dinating team, enjoy the support of 
the government,'’ Woschlna com- 
plained. 

Woschina wrote a strong protest to 
El tan Rosemas, chairman of the 
maintenance committee, In which he 
said that Rosemas and his 
colleagues have used their party 
connections to hold direct 
negotiations with the government. 

These negotiations were un- 
doubtedly damaging to the other El 
Al workers, and “their benefit to the 
maintenance workers themselves is 
also very doubtful,’’ he wrote.

Israel ls less vulnerable today to a 
sudden cutoff in Its oil supply than it 
was 24 months ago, Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i said yesterday. 
But he declined to elaborate. 

Speaking at the monthly luncheon 
meeting of the Jerusalem Economic 
Club at the President Hotel, Moda’i 
pointed out that Israel must import 
99 per cent of its oil, and at a stagger- 
ing price. 

With the price having soared by 
700 per cent in the past U years, be 
said that Israel, like other coun- 
tries, is actively searching for non- 
mineral energy sources and for fuel 
conservation techniques. 

As for conservation measures, 
Moda’i emphasized that cost had lost 
its power as a deterrent against 
energy waste and misuse in this 
country. “We shall have to remove 
our kid gloves, and crack down 
hard.” he warned. “The Energy 
Ministry will present a detailed 
scheme to save hundreds of 
thousands of barrels of oil — and 
many megawatts of electric power 
— by industry, transportation and 
domestic users.*’ 

While he said nuclear research 
could not be discussed, Moda’i did 
report that five different schemes 
for a trans-Israel hydroelectric 
tunnel or waterway are already on 
his desk, awaiting approval. "Not all 
of them cut a route from the 
Mediterranean eastward to the Dead 
Sea,*' he stated. 

Moda’i . IbeReves that, economic 


development of aan-mlneral energy 
is so costly and remote that the best 
course for fuel-starved Israel would 
be a crash programme of oil explora- 
tion, 

<( I hope the Cabinet will back my 
plan for large-scale recruitment of 
public and private financing for oQ 
drilling within oar borders sad off 
onr coast,” he declared. 

According to the Minister, “cer- 
tain expert opinions of late" offer 
hope of discovering oil In commer- 
cial quantities in this country. He 
said that "though oil exploration is a 
costly business, every agora In- 
vested will pay off If we strike 
crude." 

Even if a aafe and economic 
nuclear energy system is developed 
In Israel, he stressed, oil will still be 
needed in large quantities for such 
uses as motor transport and the 
petro-chemlcal and plastics In- 
dustries. 

Moda'i reported that while three to 
four per cent of Israel’s import 
dollars before 2967' went for 
petroleum, that figure rose last year 
to 15.1 per cent. 

"The only respite from this burden 
and dependency occurred between 
1967 and 1975,” he said. "That was 
the period when we held physical 
control of the Abu Rodeis oil fields, 
which supplied approximately half 
our oil requirements. All we can 
produce locally at this time is one 
per cent of our current needs — half 
of a per cent with oil pumped at 
Heletx and half a per cent of gas 
drawn at ‘Arad.’*'’ T’”' *

Computerizing the sick

PETAH TUCVA. — All incoming 
patients at the Beilinson Medical 
Centre here are being "com- 
puterized," Kupat Holim official 
Shlomo Peretz announced here 
! yesterday. 

The patient’s computerized file 
| will contain not only his vital 
statistics, such as age, place of birth 
; and family status, but also a com- 
1 plete description of his ailment, the 
.diagnosis, drugs administered, 
[laboratory tests. X-rays, transfer 
i from department, and so on. 

The computer will also be used to 
pinpoint empty beds In various 
wards at a second’s notice, as well as 
to provide a continuous inventory In 
the hospital’s pharmacy. 

After the patient is discharged, the 


computer will print out Ms case 
history for transfer to his family doc- 
tor. 

Kupat Holim bought three com- 
puters for. Beilins on, and la studying 
the possibility of Introducing the 
same system in Kupat Holim ’a other 
hospitals. 

The problem of obtaining up-to- 
date information is especially 
critical at Beilinson, since It is the 
second-largest hospital in the coun- 
try — Tel Hashomer Is the largest — 
with 900 beds and 3,000 employees. 
The staff Includes 400 doctors, 900 
nurses, and 200 laboratory 
technicians. 

In 1976, 60,000 patients were 
hospitalized in Beilinson, and 
another 250,000 patients were receiv- 
ed in the outpatient clinics.

the earth’s mineral resources, 
astronomy, meteorology and ex- 
perimenting with new metallurgical 
techniques. 

A number of Salyut flights ap- 
parently have been cut short 
because of human and technical 
problems.

1976 ended after 48 days, apparently

Tragedy struck the Salyut 
programme soon after it started when 
three cosmonauts died re turn- 
ing to earth after spending an ap- 
parently successful 22 days aboard 
the first station.

Three on trial 
for brutal murder 
in Petah Tikva

Ghana, 20, and Nissim Alon, 27 — 
denied the charges: the third, Viron 
Elroy 29, asked to defer Ms plea. 

A fourth man believed to have par- 
ticipated in the murder, Melr 
Zarihan, turned state's evidence. 

Eli Azulai’s body was found, 
charred and dismembered, near the 
Aoishav ma a 6am in Petah Tikva. 
The prosecution charges that all four, 
men plotted to kill Azulai because 
they bore grudges against him — 
Ohano, because Azulai had once 
testified against him, and the others 
In connection with Illegal drug trade. 
They cornered him on Elroy's front 
porch on August 5, the indictment 
says, where Ghana and Zarihan held 
the victim and Azulai shot him. The 
gun had been supplied earlier by 
Alon, the prosecution charges. 

After the murder the three men 
allegedly packed the body into a suit- 
case and took it to Amis ha v, where 
they burnt it and then hacked It to 
pieces with a mattock.

The dentist, Dr. Charles Kremer of 
New York City, has campaigned for 
more than 25 years to convince 
American authorities that Trlfa con- 
cealed his background when he 
entered the U.S. and applied for 
citizenship. The Immigration and 
Naturalization Service is now 
preparing to bring Trifa to trial to 
denaturalize him; deportation 
proceedings could' follow.

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Belgrade takes up detente 


BELGRADE (Reuter) . — The Euro- 
pean Security Conference began 
detailed debate yesterday on how to 
strengthen East-West detente, with 
both sides calling far new efforts to 
reduce military tensions. 

Western delegates intended to 
press for additional "confidence- 
building measures,” including 
tighter arrangements to give ad- 
vance warning of- m&nouevres and 
other military movements, con- 
ference sources said. 

Soviet chief delegate TuU Voront- 
sov, listed as first speaker in the 
closed-door debate, said he would 
cover security problems still un- 


solved since the first European 
Security Conference in Helsinki in 
1875. 

The Soviet Union Is concerned 
over lack of progress In disarma- 
ment and wants political detente to 
be linked with military detente, he 
told reporters as the Belgrade con- 
ference began the five-day closed 
debate. 

Human rights problems, strongly 
emphasized by the U.S. and other 
Western nations in open debate when 
the 35-state conference began last 
week, appeared likely to be aired in 
detail only later this week. 


Chaos in Northern Italy 
from flooding, landslides 


GENOA, Italy (Reuter). — Rescue 
teams yesterday poured vital 
supplies into areas of northern Italy 
devastated by five days of flooding 
and landslides. 

But fears of fresh flooding rose as 
Italy's largest river, the Fo, 
threatened to burst its banks In the 
deluge that has claimed 24 lives, left 
thousands homeless and caused 
damage in the millions of dollars. 

More rain was forecast for yester- 
day. The government, under 
pressure to declare the region a dis- 
aster area, put the army on full alert 
to Join the rescue operations. 

The torrential rain of the past five 
days stopped Sunday night and 
enabled squads of police and 


volunteers to get blankets and food 
through to outlying communities In 
the rural province of Alessandria, 
the area hardest hit. 

Medical teams, who began In- 
oculating villagers against typhoid, 
dealt with hundreds of minor in- 
juries. Police said more victims 
could be buried In the rubble of 
destroyed buildings. Police also 
feared some motorists might have 
been swept away in tides of 
floodwater. 

The storms early Sunday caused 
chaos in the centre of Genoa, 
flooding streets, apartments and 
shops. Hundreds sought refuge in 
churches and schools.

Amnesty International reports: 

Thousands of political 
prisoners in East Germany 


' LONDON (UPI). — East Germany 
Is estimated to have several thou- 
sand political prisoners despite 
denials by the authorities there. 
Amnesty International, the indepen- 
dent organization that campaigns 
world wide for the civil rights of In- 
dividuals, said yesterday. The 
organization won the 1977 Nobel 
Peace Prize yesterday. 

"Amnesty Internationa] estimates 
that there are several thousand 
political prisoners in the German 
Democratic Republic (GDR) , a high 
proportion of them serving prison 
sentences of between one and three 
years for trying to leave the country 
without permisslan, although the 
GDR authorities deny there is 
political imprisonment in the GDR,” 
it said in a 12-page briefing paper. 

Some 1,300 men and women 
prisoners were released by the East 
German authorities and expelled to 
West Germany In return for the 
delivery of scarce goods to East Ger- 
many, It added. “This 'buying-out* 
scheme or any other form of 'ex- 
change,' or ‘buying out of political 
prisoners,* is not promoted by AT,” 
the Amnesty document said. 


It said there is a high turnover rate 
In the East German cases adopted 
by groups of Amnesty International 
because as many men and women 
appear to be arrested and im- 
prisoned as there are releases in any 
one year. 

Among the human rights Issues in 
East Germany of particular concern 
to Amnesty International, it said, 
were: 

• "The existence of legislation 
leading to violations ot the UN 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, in particular of Articles 12, 
18, 19, 21 and 22 of the international 
covenant on civil and political rights. 

• “The continued practice of 
arrests, prolonged pre-trial deten- 
tion and imprisonment of citizens 
who criticize official policy or prac- 
tice or who try to exercise other in- 
ternationally recognized civil rights 
in a non-violent manner. 

• "The retention of the death penal- 
ty for a series of political and 
military offences.” 

The report also said that dissent 
from the official Une, whether 
political, religious or cultural, is 
severely discouraged. 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
NEW YORK. — Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan (Dem., N.Y.I has charged 
that the Carter Administration is 
creating an atmosphere for 
legitimizing the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

A report in “The New York 
Times'* yesterday quotes Moynihan 
as saying: 

"There is reason to believe that 
there are those In the Department of 
State who believe that the American 
commitment to Israel has become 
strategically ill-advised, although it 
remains from the domestic point of 
view politically unavoidable.” 

The Senator spoke on Sunday at a 
meeting in New York of the 
American Council for Emigres hi the 
Professions. 

Criticism ot Carter’s administra- 
tion of foreign policy also came from 
Sen. Barry Goldwater (Rep., 
Arizona) in an Interview yesterday 
morning with CBS Television. 

Goldwater suggested that the 
President bolster his conduct of In- 
ternational affairs by bringing 
former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger into his Administration. 

It was noted that Moynihan's 
statement marked the first time that 
he has broken away from the Ad- 
ministration on a foreign policy 
issue. 


The New York Senator described 
the October 1 Soviet-American state- 
ment on Geneva peace conference 
aims as “Mantist-Lenlnist Russian 
translated into what might he called 
UN English.” 

Nor was he encouraged by the 
more optimistic tenor of the 
statements that followed the fanim 
between Carter and Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan. , 

"Reassuring statements by Israel 
that everything has been fixed up 
are not especially reassuring. For 
Israel is a small state, terribly 
dependent upon the U-fl. Its govern- 
ment must think long and hard 
before it may contradict in private 
■or public a President’s assertion that 
the U.S. is still steadfast In its sup- 
port.” 

Moynihan quoted the President's 
statement to the UN last Tuesday 
that “the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians must be recognized.” 
The Senator said these were "the 
totalitarian code words for the 
destruction of Israel." - 

He also quoted Carter's presenta- 
tion to the Democratic platform 
committee in June 1976 that -pledged 
not to recognize the PLO or any 
other group refusing to recognize 
Israel's right to exist in peace. He j 
said there has been a “softening” of I 
those terms. , 


MADRID (UPI)- Spanish police 
have scored a pair ot apparent 
successes in thefrfigbt against a ris- 
ing tide of political violence on the 
right and left. 

In raids on Sunday, police arrested' 
16 suspected members of the left- 
wing urban guerrilla group Grapo, 
government officials said. ‘ Those 
captured Included Manuel Perez 
Martinez, considered the band's 
chief, and other members of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Quantities at arms, explosives , 
propaganda and c&ah were also seiz- 
ed in the swoops, in Madrid and 
Benidarm, the officials said. 

On the other aide of the political 
spectrum, police in Barcelona an- 
nounced the arrest of nine suspected 
right-wing extremists implicated in 
the bombing two weeks ago of a 
satirical magazine, "El Papua. " One 
person was killed and 10 wounded in 
that attack.

The sessions Saturday. and Sunday 
dealt with the economic crisis, 
new gathering will take place on 
Thursday to cover political 
questions.

Documenta founder, 
Arnold Bode , at 77

Prof. Arnold Bode, founder of the 
internationally famous Documenta 
art exhibitions held every four years 
in Kassel. West Germany, died there 
last week, aged 77. 

. Bode, an art teacher deprived at 
his post by the Nazis, organized the 
first Documenta of modern painting 
in 2959, to thaw Germans what they 
had been missing since 1983. Subse- 
quent shows not only kept Germans 
up to date, hut introduced them to 
the world's avant garde. Documenta 
eventually eclipsed the Venice. Bien- 
nale as the world's most prestigious 
overview of contemporary art. 

Bode and his wife were warm 
hosts to all the Israeli artists, 
curators', historians and critics who 
visited Kassel.

NEW YORK (AP). — A top-secret 
FBI report says that Weather 
Underground, a militant anti-war 
group, received aid from the 
governments of Cuba and North 
Vietnam, “The New York Times” 
has reported. 

The report in the newspaper’s Sun- 
day edition was based on informa- 
tion from the CIA, foreign In- 
telligence agencies, foreign and 
American police agencies, elec- 
tronic surveillance, and informers. 

The “Times” said the FBI 
prepared the report in August 1976 
for its defence In a Justice Depart- 
ment investigation of alleged FBI 
burglaries, wiretaps and Illegal mail 
openings aimed at apprehending 
Weather fugitives. 

According to the “Times” report, 
the FBI had hoped to prove that the 
Weathermen were operating as 
secret foreign agents in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s and were therefore 
legitimate targets for counter- 
intel ligence efforts. However, the 
FBI found only a few links between 
the Weather Underground and 
foreign powers, according to the ar- 
ticle. i

Yerner." 

An appointment he considers to be 
of more than scientific significance 
is as president of the International 
Union of Immunological Societies. 
The late Aharon Katzir was presi- 
dent of the International Union of 
Pure and Applied Biophysical 
Sciences, and always Insisted that 
Israeli representation in such key of- 
fices was vital tor both scientific and 
political reasons. 

Professor Sela says that these. ap- 
pointments are not tributes to him as 
an Individual only, but also to the 
-high regard In which the study of im- 
munology in Israel is held. 

“Twenty years ago very little was 
known about immunology in the 
world. It so happened that we had 
several good people interested in it. 
My own lab used it to develop syn- 
thetic antigens, a very important 
breakthrough In basic science, with 
exciting applied possibilities. 

~ '^Immunology Is 'important in 
medicine in the fight against Infec- 
tion — obvious examples are 
smallpox and polio. But much 
remains to be done. For instance, 
there is the current discussion about 
innoc illation against cholera. In- 
noculation will give 30 to 50 per cent 
of the people getting it immunity for 
half a year; others will get no im- 
munity at all. But even those getting 
It may find that it is a mixed blessing, 
because It is Impossible to have an 
anti-cholera shot which doesn't 
affect something else. 


DESPITE the prestige accorded to 
Israeli Immunology. Professor Sela 
is very concerned about the state of 
science in general In Israel. 

“For many years science was 
treated here with great respect, you 
' could even call It reverence. Now 
there's a new atmosphere in the 
country, an anti-science and anti- 
academic atmosphere. This is partly 
due to growing materialism and 
belief In money and what money can 
buy. A bright young man today 
wants to open & new steakery in 
Dlsengoff Street or pull off a 
successful coup on the Stock Ex- 
change. 




"Then there is a widespread belief 
that Ph.D. students can't get jobs 
here; I don't know how valid tM* 
feeling la. I believe that it la ex- 
aggerated. But X admit that we are 
falling down In out duty to take care 
of our FhJ>. students. 


“In principle, you have two types 
of society in which scientists func- 
tion. In a directed society, like the 
U.S.S.R., scientist* are told when, 
what, how and where to study. Their- 
Jobs are assured. In a free society, 
we leave them to find out what they 
want to do. I used to believe that our 
system was the better one, but 1 
don’t believe this anymore. We can't 
.leave post-graduate students to their 
own devices, this is just ducking our 
responsibilities. 

“I worry very much about the 
future- Within 10 or 12 years a 
generation of Israeli scientists will 
reach pensionable age. Unless we do 
something to ensure that Jtoere will 
be successors, the level 01 our 
science will decline rapidly. This will 
be a tragedy, not only for Israel, but 
for science In general."

According to one 
source, these inhabitants came from 
Gaza. Rafldly* was established, 
probably in the 18th cent ur y, by 
three GnMlaa brothers tan Balka 
and Kerak in Transjordan*- 'They 
were given penntagpn-ttf come and 
settle by the goyefhar at Nablus on 
condition that they "adopted" 
another settler, a Moslem, also a 
new immigrant from Transjordan. 

The Inhabitant* of Yamm. north at 


Akraba, came from Bosnia in the 
Balkans in 1880. The Boahnak family 
which owned the land* later left 
them to the care of their former 
crop-aharers; these had come from 
the famine-ravished area of Hatzran 
in Transjordan. 

The movement of settlers from the 
Britt .Sank of the Jordan to the 
Baagarian hills was preceded In the 
17th century by a migration from 
the West Bank to Transjordan. Ac- 
cording to one expert, the population 
at the Shomron wn« dwindled by a 
quarter between 1580 and 1880. The 
reasons for this de-population are 
only cursorily referred to by 
Grossman as “possibly the instabili- 
ty of political conditions.” The in- 
habitants of Abu-Dis in the 
Jerusalem district left to dodge the 
Turkish draft. 


The . Shomron hill-areas have 
always been unruly. Wars between 
rival elans plagued the countryside 
while the central authorities 
hesitated to intervene. Nablus was 
notorious among Holy Land 
travellers for its dangers. Many 
smaller communities disappeared hi 
the troubled years, but were revived 
by 28th century immigrants when 
political conditions became fairly 
stabilized. 

Jerusalem, the largest urban area 
In Palestine, naturally -attracted 
newcomers.

Countering the Soviets

As- . a~ rehuitr ’ no reporters from 
Jewish newspapers ^were present, 
but the routine of the press con- 
ference was enlivened by the unex- 
pected appearance of Si fnrnkin, a 
businessman and veteran activist on 
behalf of Soviet Jews.. 

After denouncing the choice of 
Rosh Haahana for the press con- 
ference as "a deliberate insult" to 
the Jewish community, . Frumkln 
asked the Soviet spokesman whether 
he would object to sharing space in 
the Convention Centre with a human 
rights exhibit. The spokesman's 
response indicated, a certain lock at 
enthusiasm for the proposal. 

The press conference, however; 
brought into public focus a quiet 
behind-the-scenes struggle that had 
been simmering since mid-July. At 
that time, leaden of the local Jewish 
'Federation-Council and its Commis- 
sion on Soviet Jewry had requested 
space at the city-owned Convention 
Centre during the run of the Soviet 
exhibition, only to be met with 
delays and evasions. . 

^fiere were . persistent rumours 
that the U.S. State Department was 
exerting pressure on Los Angeles of- 
flcials to deny the Jewish 
Federation's request, and strong 


■hihla that the Russians .would, pull 
out if the request were granted, but 
‘neither the pressure “nor the threats 
were ever officially confirmed. 

The decision finally narrowed 
down to a ruling by the Jewish City 
Attorney of Los Angeles, Mr. Burt 
Pines, who visited toe Soviet Union 
earlier this year and met leading 
refusedniks. 

Three day* after the Rosh 
Haahana press conference, Pines 
decided that toe Convention Centre 
management had to lease the re- 
quested space for toe Jewish exhibit 
under the free speech and assembly 
provisions .of the United States 
Constitution. 

While some details of the leasing 
arrangement and toe scope of the 
counter exhibit have yet to be work- 
ed out, the Commission on Soviet 
Jewry is rallying the city’s Jewish 
organizations and synagogues In 
what Is shaping up as a highly effec- 
tive and imaginative exhibit. It will 
Include photo panels and multi- 
media displays chronicling repres- 
sion of Jewish life in the Soviet Union 
from the closing of synagogues and 
extinction of Yiddish culture to toe 
decline of the “Jewish autonomous 
region" of Biro bid j an, Ukrainian 


anti-Semitism during World War H 
and the plight of the rc/usedniks. 

Part of the space will be devoted to 
a “lecture hall" for daily public 
meetings and symposia featuring ex- 
perts on various aspects of Soviet 
Jewish life. Simultaneously, in the 
streets outside the Convention Cen- 
tre. rabbis will join In .daily mtotyow, 
and synagogues will organize 
peaceful vigils. 

At the time of writing, toe Soviet 
Union has Issued no protests or pull- 
out threats, but other complications 
may lie ahead. An organization call- 
ing itself the Southern California 
Arab- American Chamber of 
Commerce has now asked the 
Convention Centre for space to 
mount an exhibit on the plight of 
Palestinian refugees and repression 
under "Israeli occupation." In addi- 
tion, a person Identifying himself es 
“Leader Schmidt" of the American 
Nazi Party has also put in a bid tor 
display speace. 

The Nazi request seems to be a 
prank or crank call, but the Arab de- 
mand appears to be serious and has

The fluctuations in the Arab pop- 
ulation derive from many factors.

Shabab, the "Crisis of Young Men:"

Hebronltes constitute 60 or even 70 
per cent of the Moslem population of 
Jerusalem today. Jeruaalem 
residents who came from Nablus, 
many of whom held key positions in 
Jerusalem before the Hashemite 
conquest, have always been com- 
paratively few. 

Jews have been the majority 
group in Jerusalem for at least 100 
years, as Uriel O. Schmelz'a charts 
'demonstrate. At present Jews repre- 
sent 73 per cept of the total 
Jerusalem population. The non- 
Jewish population, however, is .in- 
creasing more rapidly than that of 
the Jewish. In addition to the much i 
higher natural increase among toe 
Moslems, & contributing factor to 
this trend is that Jerusalem attracts 
newcomers from the territories.

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A Robert Altman film is a serious 
event for-anyone interested In toe art 
of cinematography. The director of 
"Maab," “McCabe and Mrs. Miller" 
and “Nashville,” Altman is one of 
the most brilliant and Innovative 
directors of this generation. The 
more bitter, then, one’s disappoint- 
ment with his latest movie. 

Three Women is a long, tedious 
tale of despair. It documents the un- 
relenting boredom and desperation 
.of three women whose lives cross 
lonly tangentially, and then inex- 
plicably merge into one entity. Millie 
La&oreaux, played with 
characteristic detachment by Shelly 
Duval, is an attendant in a “Hot 
Springs" clinic tor the ailing aged. 
She has fantasies and aspirations of 
an exciting and romantic life, and 
she doggedly puraues friendships 
and lovers. But she is the quintessen- 
tial bore, who drives people from her 
with her mindless prattle. Pinky 
Rose (Sissy Spacekl is a lost waif 
from Texas. Her life is so vacuous 
that she becomes completely en- 
tranced with Millie's conventional 
efficiency and ability to fill her life — 
even if only with words and sterile 
homemaking. Millie helps Pinky 
learn her job at the clinic and then 
they become room-mates. 

Willie (Janice Rule) is the most In- 
triguing character in this story. Of 
Mexican or Indian origins, she is. a 
painter and the wife' of a bar owner 
who spends ail of his time in target 
practice, with his motorcycling 
friends or sleeping with women 
(eventually with both Millie and 
Pinky). Willie almost never speaks: 
she just stares dolefully at everyone 
and spends all her time on Tier 
murals. Intriguing In themselves, 
the potential symbolism of her pain- 
tings is lost in Willie's shadowy pre- 
sent and totally obscure past. We 
don't know why she is demented; we 
have no idea of her relationship with 
her good-natured, roving husband: 
and we cannot fathom the connection 
of her horrible images with the 
bland, meaningless reality of 
Southwestern life as presented by 
Altman. 

Altman eventually tires of expos- 
ing every dehumanized, impersonal 
detail of the three lives, and of the 
non-society in which they float, but 
only long after we have been grossly 
overexposed to them. He then turns 


the film into a' gothic horrpr story 
with switched identities, the horribly 
painful birth of Willie's stillborn 
child, and the mysterious death — 
through some implied collusion of 
the three women — of WU lie’s hus- 
band. 

Three Women has an aura 0 / some 
momentous event which welds the 
three women into one, suffering un- 
it; and It presumes to comment 
harshly on an American regional 
society. But it is so Inarticulately 
structured, that it falls into the class 
of pretentious, though artfully 
crafted, nonsense. The "failures” of 
great directors are usually at least 
interesting. This one is not.

KANSAS CITY (AP). — After 182 
regular-season games and five tense 
playoff clashes with the Kansas City 
Royals, peace, love and harmony 
finally reigned In the New York 
Yankees clubhouse on Sunday night. 

Manager Billy Martin cried. Thur- 
man Munson, catcher and captain, 
cried. Reggl Jackson, controversial 
slugger and catalyst but a bench- 
warmer tor seven innings of the 
most important game of the season, 
cried. 

They all cried tears of joy, as Mun- 
son put it. following the last-gasp, 
three-run rally in the ninth inning of 
the fifth game of the playoffs that 
lifted them to a 5-3 triumph over the 
Royals and their second consecutive 
American League pennant 

The Yankees, who beat the Royals 
with a ninth-inning home run In last 
year’s fifth game and went on to lose 
fbur straight to Cincinnati In last 
year's World Series, will meet a new 
foe, the Los Angeles Dodgers, In this 
year’s series beginning tonight In 
New York. 

The Dodgers took the National

The public offering will consist of 
37,600 units.

Jonathan Zuhovitzky, executive of 


the Eisenberg group, told The 
Jerusalem Post that the offer to the 
public is priced exactly at the same 
price which Eisenberg Export paid 
for Lodzia. 

Financial circles ate of the opinion 
that the offering, after approval, will 
meet with great success. 

The Lodzia Textile Co. was found- 
ed some 35 years ago. Early to its 
history control of the company was 
taken over by the Shenkar family. In 
the early nineteen sixties a con- 
trolling interest to the company was 
sold to a group of Swiss investors 
associated with the now-defunct 
International Credit Bank of 
Geneva. 

Lodzia, producer of men's and 
children's undergarments and 
women's hosiery, is relatively rich in 
assets. The land In Bolon where the 
company’s manufacturing facilities 
are located, has been evaluated for 
mare than £L3im.

Early Civil Service 
wage talks 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The C5vil Service Commission In- 
tends to open wage negotiations with 
the civil servants as early as next 
[- February, so as to have a new wage 
agreement by the beginning of the 
next fiscal year. 

.The new agreement, like the one 
which expires March 31, will be for k 
two years. As reported recently, the 
Histadrut announced, when the last 
cost-of-living allowance agreement 
was signed, that it Intends to push for 
industrial wage agreements for one 
year only. The Civil Service Com- 
mission. however, has not yet had 
such a demand presented to it- ' 

In the new negotiations, the Civil 
Service Commission Is going to 
depart from post practice by present- 
ing to the workers Its own demand 
for improvements in work systems. 
Operational proposals will be ready 
for the opening of the negotiations, 
and the Civil Service Commission 
.will thereby not Just respond to 
demands presented by the workers. 

The concrete proposals and 
demands will be coordinated with 
the various government 
departments. 


Inheritance tax 
rates adjusted 

The Treasury will adjust the- tax 
.brackets applicable to inheritance 
'tax^iS price inftotion, ra ah iroiri next 
April, Treasury sources told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

While the tax brackets of income 
tax have been linked, since the In- 
come tax reform of 1975, to 70 per 
cent of the rise in the cost of living in- 
dex, no similar adjustment has been 
made for inheritance taxes. As a 
result, inheritances are taxed more 
heavily than In the past. 

Another adjustment of the same 
nature is due to be made with regard 
to the- threshold for exemption from 
property tax on apartments oc- 
cupied by the owner himself. Today, 
the threshold is JL2OO.O0O, so toad 
property tax is payable only on the 
value to excess of that amount. 

The Treasury now intends to ad- 
just the tax-exempt value each time 
the apartment Is re-valued for 
property, tax purposes. When the 
JL200.000 exemption was introduced, 
it reduced the number of apartment 
owners who were liable to property 
tax from 400,000 to 80,000. 

FORTY IMMIGRANT lawyers have 
begun attending a special course 
organized by toe Bar Association to 
prepare them for the local bar ex- 
ams.

reorganizes 


The Azorim Company, the building 
division of "Clsl," has recently un- 
dergone a reorganization at the in- 
itiative of Shmuel Dachner, its new 
managing director. 

To tighten control over every 
building site, the company has set up 
an Independent branch manager, 
responsible for the activity in his dis- 
trict. for three districts — Tel Aviv 
and the South, Jerusalem, and the 
North. (Mr. Lichtenstein heads toe 
Tel Aviv and the Southern branch; 
Mr. Eisenberg, the one in 
Jerusalem; and Mr. Fbschler. the 
Northern branch.) 

Azorim has cut its staff by 40 
workers. Its chief engineer la Y. 
Harari, who Is responsible for the 
Mod ul Concrete Company. 

Until recently approximately 90 
per cent of building resources were 
directed towards Ministry of Hous- 
ing projects. There has been a halt to 
orders from the ministry, so 
emphasis has been shifted to the free 
market.

Higher industrial 
output 


The Bank of Israel's latest 
economic indicators show a 5.8 per 
cent rise to Industrial output per 
man-day in the first half of 1977, 
compared with the average of 1976. 

Industrial output has gone up 4.5 
per cent, by comparison with the 
first six months of 1976, while 
employment went up only 2.1 per 
cent and toe number of man-days 
worked rose only 0.4 per cent. In 
1976, output per man-day worked in- 
creased by only 2.8 per cent — only 
slightly more than in 1975. 

The seasonally adjusted data show 
that almost toe entire increase in in- 
dustrial production occurred In 
December 1976 and January 1977. 
Since then, output has remained at 
the same level, and so bos employ- 
ment, by number of workers. 

At the same time, the number of 
man-days worked declined, so that 
output per man-day continued to 
edge upwards.

Call for more 
standardization 
in industry

TEL AVIV. — Standardization leads 
'to greater variety. 

This was stated here recently by 
Ralph Hennessy, executive director 
of the Standards Council of Canada, 
who has been elected vice-president 
of the International Standards 
Organization. 

Mr. Hennessy, former 
Comptroller-General and Chief of 
Personnel for the entire Canadian 
Armed Forces, with the rank of Vice- 
Admiral, was visiting Israel aa guest 
of the Israel Standards Institution, 
which is headed by Mrs. Miriam 
Muller. 

Hennessy noted that “If you stan- 
dardize the parts inside, you have 
much more free time and energy to 
design the outside. The parts Inside 
— such as a car, electrical 
appliance, should be in- 
terchangeable — as they usually are 
to any one country. But toe situation 
is different to each country. 1 ’ 

Some countries, he said, make 
their standards specifically to keep 
foreign goods out. 

This is even true of the Common 
Market. But at least there, be noted, 
there was a move to adopt either 
Common Market standards or even 
International ones (in some cases). 

For example. England and West 
Germany have agreed cm standards 
for 180 products, thus allowing a free 
flow of goods in these specific items. 

. The Internationa] Standards 
organization has drawn up stan- 
dards for 3,400 items, hut most of 
them are not in finished goods but in 
the raw materials (toe strength of 
steel, for example) which goes into 
these finished goods. 

Nevertheless, Hennessy estimates 
that at least “ 10,000 to 20,000 stan- 
dards exist in every Industrial coun- 
try; so the ISO has a long way to go. 
both In drawing up International 
guidelines, and to persuading all the 
countries to adopt them." 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Manufacturers Association 
has set up a sub-committee of Its ex- 
ecutive to prepare the employers' 
positions and demands to the up- 
coming negotiations for a new wage 
agreement from January 2978. This 
was announced at Sunday's meeting 
of the Association’s executive. 

The president of the Association, 
Avraham Shavlt, formulated the 
organization's targets for toe next 
year. The most important are 
greater Involvement to vocational 
and academic training, along with 
efforts to get know-how and In- 
dustries controlled by the Govern- 
ment, especially in defence-related 
fields. Into private hands. There will 
also be intensified activity by the 
manufacturers to influence legisla- 
tion and governmental decisions 
affecting them. 

The manufacturers Intend, accor- 
ding to Shavlt, to continue their 
policy of preference for production 
workers tn wage policy. They will 
have to' step up their efforts to adjust 
to the eventual elimination of 
customs tariffs on imports from the 
European Economic Community 
and at the same time fight against 
non-tariff trade barriers to the Com- 
munity. 

Shavlt reported on a meeting he 
had with Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich last Friday, in which the 
new Investment Law which is now 
being drafted was discussed. Ehrlich 
promised, according to Shavit, that 


investors will be permitted to choose 
between the benefits of the existing 
law and those of the new. This 
arrangement will. It Is hoped, induce 
investors to go ahead with their pro- 
jects and not wait until the new law 
is passed. 

Ehrlich also told Shavlt that the 
committee appointed to formulate a 
reform of the Investment Law Is due 
to present Its proposals within a few 
days. 

The committee's work was guided 
by a number of principles. The most 
important of these were the 
simplification of the law, the concen- 
tration of the various benefits Into a 
smaller number of investment incen- 
tives and the equalization of the In- 
terest rates on development loans. 
Gtoers concerned the reduction of 
the categories of projects entitled to 
preference, and the substitution of 
incentives that require much ad- 
ministrative work by others. 

The committee's recommen- 
dations also seek to avoid the need 
for follow-up supervision, and to rely 
more on the development banks, 
which anyhow moke the loans, for 
checking that the conditions for 
preferential status and Incentives 
are met. 

Ehrlich also said that the new law 
will provide a better balance 
between Incentives which encourage 
the use of capital-intensive 
technology or benefit mostly capital- 
intensive enterprises, and those 
which rely more on the intensive use 
of labour and know-how. 


How to ran a shipping line

HAIFA. — At a time when many in- 
ternational stopping companies have 
been hit by a slump, a small German 
firm la doing well running a freight 
service with five modern ships 
between West European and Israeli 
ports. 

This week the C.I.S., the initials of 
the Contlnent-Israel-Schiffahrts- 
gesellschaft, and their agents here, 
Allalouf & Co., marked five years of 
operations. They explained that toe 
secret of their success was “reliable 
service, regular sailings' and freight 
rates on the average 15 per cent 
below those charged by conference 
■ -affiliated shipping firms.’* 

The five ships, equipped for con- 
tainer and general cargo transport, 
sail almost every week between 
here, Antwerp, Rotterdam, Bremen. 
Hamburg and Felixstowe, a private, 
efficient port 50 miles from London. 
“The line kept sailing right 


through toe Tom Kippur War and 
that won us new clients who have 
loose or container-sized cargo to 
ship. We also helped those who were 
short-banded because of the military 
call-ups, by guiding them through 
customs and other formalities, 1 ’ 
operations manager Yehuda Kahana 
of Allalouf said. 

C-I.S. is owned by Germans and 
was started “because we saw a need 
for such a service and an opening for 
a small and efficient firm," the Ger- 
man manager explained. “We are 
now planning to add more ships to 
step up the service and also to in- 
clude one more regular port of call. 
|We have never had a strike or even a 
labour dispute aboard our ships. But 
we were sometimes hit by labour dis- 
putes here.” 

During the past three years C.I.S. 
achieved a 30 per cent Increase in 
tonnage carried and reports on 85,- 
000 ton cargo volume for last year to 
both directions. 


Increasing trade 
with Norway 

TEL AVIV. — Increasing trade 
between Israel ato’d NbrWay will' be 
discussed for a full day between 
representatives of both countries 
meeting here at the end of October, 
according to TVuls Hanevolt, First 
Secretary of the Norwegato Em- 
bassy here. 

In 1976, Israel exported goods 
valued at 823m. to Norway, mainly 
fruits, vegetables, chemicals, elec- 
tronics and potash, and bought goods 
valued at $ 10 m. from Norway, main- 
ly frozen fish, small boats and 
fertilizers. In 3977, trade to both 
directions is an estimated 30 per cent 
higher. 

The purpose of toe visit, Hanevolt 
noted. Is not so much to increase 
Norwegian exports to Israel so as to 
balance trade, but to study and dls-* 
cuss markets In both countries so 
that trade to both directions can be 
increased. 

Norway was selected as an "ex- 
port target" country lost year by the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism. 


Labour council threatens action 
over premature port retirements

HAIFA. — The Haifa Labour Council 
has threatened to “take sultabte-ac- ■ 
tion" over the premature retirement 
of 10 redundant port employees,- 
aged 60, by the Haifa Port manage- 
ment. 

Moshe Wertman, new secretary of 
the council, yesterday described the 
retirements as “dis mi ssals through 
the back door in a worse form -than in 
the past." He accused management 
of “deliberately misleading the 
council. ’’ 

He reported that three of the 10 
bad been expected to be kept on in 
different jobs and that solutions 
would be found for the others. It was 
believed that the jobs described as 
redundant would not be abolished, 
but that new people would be assign- 
ed to them. 

Wertman said he has appealed to 
the Histadrut secretary-general to 
intervene personally against the 
retirements. 

A spokesman for the port manage- 
ment rejected the council’s charges. 

It was said that the three redundant 


men had been reassigned, but have 
so far refused to budge from their 
own Jobs. He said the port is acting 
within Its rights under civil service 
regulations In retiring prematurely 
men of age 50 or over. 

The issue of early retirement was 
tested last year in the District and 
National Labour Courts and upheld 
at both levels. 


Air cargo storage 
to be expanded 

Mam an. the government company 
for storage of air cargoes, has decid- 
ed to Increase its storage facilities to 
accommodate the substantially 
larger volume of Import goods 
shipped by air. 

According to the company, there 
are delays in the release of goods 
from toe Ben-Gurlon Airport ter- 
minal, with toe result that shipments 
are piling up In the storage rooms.

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Two-tier policy 


IN THE COMPLEX game of "Going to Geneva" it was clear all 
along that the only hope for convening that parley, on which the 
Americans are placing so much hope, lies in a formula purpose- 
ly left vague so as to postpone the clash Intween the parties to 
the time of the conference itself. The Carter-Dayan working 
paper constitutes the latest attempt at working out such a for- 
mula. 

This procedure is undeniably risky for Israel. But there Is con- 
siderable merit in the argument that the alternative of iorpedo- 
. ing the Geneva conference now would have been fraught with 
far graver danger. 

In the past three weeks Israel has succeeded in demonstrating 
a flexibility on the procedural questions that should make 
Geneva possible, unless there are last-minute hitches on the 
part of the Arabs. •*' 

The tim e has now come, therefore, for Israel to establish the 
credibility of its unalterable opposition to the creation of an in- 
dependent Palestinian state — In whatever form or by whatever 
name — in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Tactically, the Americans have been playing the game of 
"Going to Geneva" by ear; advancing step by hazardous step. 
The impression is that they really have not yet given serious 
thought to what will happen at the conference. 

But this nimble tactic has been played against the backdrop of 
what seems to be a consistent strategic concept derived from 
the Brookings Report theory that a settlement of the Arab- 
ia rael dispute which does not include the granting of political 
autonomy to the Palestinians, simply will not work. 

President Carter and his principal aides. Secretary Vance 
and Dr. Brzezinski, have generally been too circumspect to 
voice this view too emphatically. But it has surfaced often 
enough, however inadvertently, .to suggest where the wind is 
blowing. What it all means is that Israel can expect the crunch 
to come at Geneva. 

Tactically, then, it is important that Israel should leave not 
the slightest doubt that it would under no condition acquiesce in 
establishment of a separate Palestinian state or entity. This 
message should be conveyed to the American political com- 
munity, the American mass media and American public opi- 
nion. and as early as possible. What is needed, then, is a two-tier 
policy of continuing to cooperate in working out the procedures 
that are to lead to Geneva, while drawing red and clear the line 
that Israel will absolutely refuse to cross at Geneva itself. 

Such clarity and force, by preventing misunderstanding could 
have a salutary effect, for there is reason to believe that at the 
' top levels of the Carter Administration the Palestinian fixation 
'4s largely a matter of political expediency; for Israel it is a 
matter of survival. 

And that is how it should be presented. 


Needed: an 
economic programme 


THE HEAD of the country's Treasury, Finance Minister Sfmha 
Ehrlich, has returned home from an absence fully one third as 
long as the period he has held office. What he did in the U.S. was 
no doubt very important. Meanwhile, however, there has been 
no presentation of a coherent economic policy, And even cu rrent 
Treasury business has been held up until Mr. Ehrlich's return. 

What we have so far heard from the Finance Minister and 
other economic ministers was a string of ideas, suggestions and 
statements of purpose which were as vague as they were dis- 
parate. The only steps actually taken have been in the nature of 
stop-gap measures, which, moreover, did not differ in any 
significant degree from the practices of the previous ad- 
ministration. 

A new regime is entitled to a period of grace in which to 
demonstrate its ability to perform. But it is not equally entitled 
to extra time in which to ponder its- programme of action. The 
public rightly expects a government to come Into office with a 
clearly worked out strategy, or at least to present Its outlines 
withoi •- delay. 

The economy faces serious and immediate problems. The in- 
jection of vast amounts of cash is continuing unabated, despite 
Mr. Ehrlich's promise two months ago that it would be stopped. 
Inflation keeps galloping on, at the same rate and for the same 
reasons as before Mr. Ehrlich took the reins. The labour 
agreements are due to expire shortly, and little preparation has 
been made to meet the deadline. Investments are not rising and 
the economy is showing no sign of revived growth. 

Declarations of allegiance to the principles of a free economy, 
or of intention to reduce government intervention, or even of 
commitment to a stringent budget policy, are no substitute for a 
consistent programme. 

The time has come for the finance Minister to disclose bis 
programme, if he has one, or to work it out, if he has not.

FOREIGN WORDS are drifting so 
rapidly Into modern Russian that the 
language of Pushkin. Tolstoy and 
LLenln is facing serious corruption, 
the Soviet Communist Youth League 
newspaper declared recently. 
Vladimir Vasili ev, chief of the arts 
department of "Komsomolskaya 
Fr&vda." said the “great, powerful, 
true 'and free" Russian language Is 
facing a dark hour because of a 
massive import of foreign words and 
the failure of modern-day Russian in- 
tellectuals to have enough respect for 
speaking their language correctly. 

Comrade Vasiliev sounds like 
something of a nudnik to us, especial- 
ly since his Journal Is always rattling 
on about “Imperialism," 
“aggressiya." and of course "kora- 
tnunizm." Of course, such language 
purists are not new. Ever since de 
Gaulle, the French have been com- 


plaining daily (including over le 
weekend i about the corruptive in- 
fluence of English and, right here at 
home, Hebrew-lovers have been ex- 
horting ua to go to the* kolnoah in 
place of the cinema. 

All of which reminded our Middle 
East Affairs Editor of a joke which 
made the rounds in the West Bank 
some time ago. It seems a group of 
notables crossed the Jordan to call on 
Ring Hussein and begged him to in- 
crease his efforts to free the 
territories from Israeli' control. "Our 
people are becoming more closely 
bound up with the Israelis every 
day," they complained. "Socially. 

economically — even our beloved 
Arabic language is becoming in- 
fluenced by the Jews. O Ring, can't 
you try to do something?" And the 
Hashemite ruler sighed and 
said, "Bexeder, beneder... ”

'THE CABINET convenes later today 
to hear and discuss a report from 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
about his three weeks of wrangling 
with the Carter Administration. If 
will thus be faced with a decision as 
crucial as any which has confronted 
an Israel Government: when to ex- 
pect — or perhaps even to initiate — 
the showdown with the U.S. over its 
unfolding' policy of wringing un- 
ilateral concessions from Israel- 
Such a reading of the situation is & 
far cry from the one conveyed by the 
jubilant Mr. Begin, who declared 
upon his return from a meeting with 
President Carter in July that there 
was no American-Israel confronta- 
tion. No amount of official denials — 
on the part of American or Israeli 
spokesmen — or of convoluted for- 
mulations and r eform ulations ofwell ' 
publicized or secret working papers, 
can controvert the reality of that 
confrontation. 

Despite the latest tig- intended to 
obscure the previous sag in it, 
America’s Middle East policy shows 
a clear continuity. This is becoming 
more and more apparent since what 
was wrongly assumed to be Freal-

CHRISTIAN SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL

Sir, — Hopefully, It will encourage 
many of your readers to realise that 
many little people, far better 
representing the true thought, heart, 
and conscience of America and the 
West generally than their 
politicians, their newsmen, or their 
diplomats, know the true issues of 
the Middle East conflict and 
therefore stand with Israel against 
the incredible folly of the Carter ad- 
ministration trying to shove a war- 
gendering "Palestinian" mini-state 
- down Israel's throat. 

Four of us Christians studying at 
the Hebrew University have wired a 
Christian rebuke to the American 
President after having sent him last 
June & letter privately 
remonstrating with him on this Issue 
and reminding him of better 
Biblical judgement and conscience. 

No conceivable International 
guarantees could substitute in 
Israel's defence for her God-given 
and God-restored possession 'of 
Samaria and Judea. Much less any 
guarantees of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment with its current record of 
progressive prevarication, and deceit 
in every commitment it has made to 


. Israel's security, and still less to the 
hungry Imperialism of Soviet Union 
diplomacy. In which Marxist- 
Leninisi lies of convenience are 
accepted rules of the game. Israel 
can defend herself against extinc- 
tion, but if the Arabs re-occupy the 
Samaritan highlands, that defence 
is by-passed and breached. 

There is an excellent hope of 
massive American popular and con- 
gressional opposition to the 
Brzezinski plan if Israel makes a 
determined stand and forces 
Westerners to think and to feel a 
little of the suicide It would mean 
for Israel. This Imagination of Mr. 
Brzezinski, or the State Department 
Arabists, Is raising a menace of false 
hopes and cruel ambitions again In 
the Arab world that require a 
massive American popular outcry 
on behalf of Israel to quench if not 
just Israel, but peace, and very 
probably world peace are to survive. 

America Is ripe for a solid 
resistance by Israel to this Arabist 
pressure of the Carter administra- 
tion.
